No one knew what 
his neighbour was thinking, or whom to 
trust, or whether his friends were alive or 
dead, It was @ sudden and utter darkness 
in which men groped bewildered. And, just 
as in darkness a man strains his eyes and 
imagines he sees monstrots and: fantastic 
shapes, s0, in the absence of news, there grew 
‘wild ‘timours. Some, no doubt, were 
conscious lying, but most were just 
ural results of the fear and the sense 
of ignorance. 
That is what during the recent industrial 
erisis we were saved from by the B.B.C 
‘As soon as I heard of the suppression of 
the newspapers. the thing that I feared most 
‘was the lying rumour. - Most of the atrocities 
in the war, most of the massacres in the Nu 
East, have been directly caused by lying 
rumours. They were acts of revenge for 
rumontred atrocities by the other side 
nw, during the recent strike this was a 
periectly real danger, -Excitable, persons on 
both sides took to inventing, as such. persons 
generally do. I do not suppose that my 
friends are more iminginative than. other 
People’s friends, but I certainly heard the

‘of confidence spread in waves from every 
wireless, set. One can see now. What a 
Dlessing it is that during the past three and 
@ half years the BIB.C. has been kept so 
strictly and completely free from party 
politics and controversy and. propaganda. 

Tt seems to me that the B.B.C has had, 
consciously. of unconstiously, the same 
training in impartialit lficials of the 
League of Nations. ‘The League officials 
‘when they issue their statements know that 
they will be read by all parties concerned 
they have to be perfectly fair in what they 
say, and the only way to do that successful 
is to be fair in what they think. Ido not 
know the B,B.C. as 1 know the League 5. Dnt 
T should guess that it was much the same 
thing, . The officials responsible for broad 
casting must realize that people of -eyer 
kind of opinion are listening at the other end, 
and that it simply will not do to take sides 
with one set against the ther. There is 
nothing for it but to got the facts right and: 
state them fairly. So that is what they have 
always done
